Poison scare 
is false—state 


City compares 
well with U.S. 


“It’s just plain wrong.” 

Contacts with state govern- 
ment representatives this week 
refute allegations that “hun- 
dreds and possibly thousands’ 
of Granite Cityans are. en- 
dangered by lead poisoning. 
Illinois authorities liken the 
situation to a previous episode 
in the Alton area in which an 
arsenic poisoning panic was 
declared unfounded. 

“If Granite City is in trouble, 
so is every other community,” 
Dave Kolauz, manager, 
Ambient Air Monitoring Sec- 
tion, Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency,’’ com- 
mented Wednesday 

On the basis of massive state 
monitoring here — 10 of the 101 
Illinois stations are located in 
Granite City — this community 
not only has been found to be 
safe but in better vondition 
regarding lead poisoning than 
much of the nation, Kolauz said. 

The U.S, Environmental 
Protection Agency has 
discussed setting a lead-in-air 

standard of five micrograms 
per cubic meter, All ten 
Granite City monitoring 
points average less than two 
micrograms, official records

All parties agree that con- 
tinued study and research are 
advisable in this and other 
aspects of pollution. 

The Mlinois Environmental 
Protection Agency regularly 
sends technical teams to NL 
Industries’ Hoyt plant, Granite 

ity, where lead is reclaimed 
from batteries. The visits, in- 
cluding one last week, show full 
compliance with all 
requirements and recom- 
mendations. ' 

Granite City Steel doesn’t use 
lead in its processes. It makes 
no leaded alloy steels here. 

State authorities say the 
prevailing wind pattern from 
the southwest, applied to data 
from the ten local monitoring 
stations, shows less lead in the 
air from the NL and GC Steel 
areas than from many other 
locations here. 

Projections show that 
Granite Cityans obtain more 
Jead from the normal food they 
eat than from the air they 
breathe. Lead and various other 
metals are a necessary part of 
the body and bloodstream. 

State examination of a local 
study of lead: pollution shows 
that its conclusions do not stem 
from the data cited and in fact 
contradict the data. Authors of 
the study lack the technical 
background to summarize their 
findings in the manner used, nor 
would leading authorities be 
able to reach such opinions 
based on the figures obtained. 

Lead poisoning systems cited 
by a physician this week are 
theoretical and have not been

Discuss blood 
test proposal

Arrangements under which 
Granite City residents may take 
blood tests on a volunteer basis 
to determine any presence of 
lead poisoning are being 
discussed by Mayor Paul 
Schuler with St. Elizabeth 
Hospital authorities, the mayor 
told City Council members in a 
regular meeting Tuesday night. 

The mayor’s announcement 
followed council discussion of a 
report by Jim Henry, pollution 
control engineer of the Granite 
City Air Pollution Control 
Board, in which Henry said that 
a study of lead’ pollutants has 
indicated a level sufficiently 
high to justify further study 
because of potential health 
hazards involved 

Henry told the aldermen that 
a study report of Iead pollutants 
in Granite City is being com- 
pleted and readied for 
presentation to the city’s 
pollution control board, and that 
reasonably high levels of lead 
pollutants have been found in 
some specific areas of the city. 

He did not quote figures as to 
the extent of air contamination, 
but said he considered them 
substantial enough to justify 
further studies. 

“The state is aware of this 
and is ready to help determine 
the extent of this problem,” he 
said, adding that there is little 
that can be done immediately 
because there are no state or

Chouteau area drainage 


Federal grant funds are to be 
used for projects other than new 
buildings for the first time in 
Chouteau Township, the 
township’s Community 
Development Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee and 
Chouteau Town Board of 
Trustees decided during a joint 
meeting Tuesday night. 

They decided to use the 
$167,000 the township expects 
during the next three years for 
drainage and to aid low-income 
families with the costs of tap- 
ping their home sewers .into 
proposed new sanitary sewers. 
All community development 
and revenue sharing funds in 


past years were used for new 
township buildings. 

The groups decided to use 
$30,000 of . community 
development funds in the 1978- 


79 fiscal year for drainage, 


programs to aid the Hills 


Terrace and Cedar Park areas.. 


Proposed are surface and un- 
derground drainage lines and 
routes to drain water into the 
Stanley Ditch. 

Any funds remaining after the 
drainage program is completed 
will be transferred to the sewer 
tap-on project. 

The township plans to “sit- 
out” the 1979-1980 fiscal year 
while proposed sanitary sewers 


are being constructed for 
Nameoki, Chouteau and Venice 
townships and then use the 
remaining $137,000 from the 
three-year program to aid 
moderate and low income 
families tie their home sewers 
into the new sanitary sewers. 


Mary Kane, director of the 
Madison County Office for 
Community Development, was 
a special guest at the joint 
meeting and reviewed the new 
guidelines for the community 
development program, .ex- 
plaining programs in the next

Two liquor licenses ok'd 


‘An amendment to the city’s 
liquor licensing ordinance 
which limited the number of 
retail tavern licenses to 37 and 
package liquor licenses to seven 
has been approved by the 
Granite City Council. 

The .action was taken in 
response to pleas for a retail 
license by a prospective pur- 
chaser of the Cline’s restaurant 
Property at 2011 State St. for the 
opening of a lounge and 
restaurant, and for a package 
liquor license for the OK. 
Corral, 3304 rear Nameoki 
Road. 


The amendment will increase 
the city’s maximum of 37 retail 
licenses to 38, and the present 
maximum of seven package 
licenses to eight. 

Council members approved 
the ordinance change last week 
by a unanimous vote, but tacked 
onto the bill a provision that if 
for any reason the businesses 
under the licenses “‘last issued” 
were discontinued, the or- 
dinance maximums would 
revert to the 37 tavern licenses 
and seven package licenses. 

This would mean that the 
retail license for the restaurant 
and lounge and the license 
issued for the sale of package

Persons who have deposited 
the entire quarterly tax liability 
on time in a federal -reserve 
bank or authorized commercial 
bank have until Nov. 10 to file 
Form 941. ‘Employer's Quar- 
terly,Federal Tax Return,” the 
Internal Revenue Service said 
this week.

Convention cost 


being challenged 


Ten Nameoki Township of- 
ficials left yesterday morning 
for the Illinois Township 
Officials’ Convention in Peoria, 
amid objections that at least 
two of them should not be going. 

Precinct Committeeman 
Helen Hawkins is among those 
who is questianing the decision 
to send lame-duck tax collector 
Richard Peck to the convention 
rather than the newly-elected 
collector, Mrs. Freida Ballew, 
who is to assume the office Jan. 
1. 

“This is supposed to be a 
learning thing to discuss new 
guidelines and legislation af- 
fecting township officials. It 
would only make sense to send 
the person who is to serve as 
collector during the next tax 
collections,’’ Mrs. Hawkins 
said. 

Mrs. Ballew told the Press- 
Record, “I feel I could have 
gained some knowledge at the 
convention, but I am not bit- 
ter.”” 

Davis was on his way to 
Peoria yesterday and was 
unavailable for comment. Mrs. 
Hawkins said the only 
justifications cited by Davis 
when she asked him why Peck 
was being sent were that sen- 
ding the current tax collector 
has been traditional in the 
township, and that Peck is 
known in the assoeigtion and 
can help fight to Keep tax 
collections on a township level, 
rather than authorizing county 
collectors to take over the task. 

Mrs. Hawkins also objected to 
Trustee Jerry Adams attending 
the convention, since a recount 
of the votes showed she 
defeated Adams for his trustee 
seat, but Adams remains on the 
board only until the election 
contest lawsuit is settled. 

She noted each of the officials 
who went to the convention 
received a $300 expense check 
at Monday night’s Nameoki 
Town Board meeting 

“That's $3,000 of taxpayer 
money, and I question whether 
the knowledge they will gain at 
the convention is really worth 
$3,000, which could be used for 
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other wortnwhile projects. 

“It seems to me we could send 
the top officials and one trustee, 
rather than four, and they could 
bring the information and 
documents back to brief the 
others. The trustees could take 
turns attending the convention, 
and we could save a lot of 
money. 

“The township form of 
government is under attack by 
some who want to abolish it. 
This is the type of thing they can 
use to show that township 
government is wasteful and 
whould be abolished,’” Mrs. 
Hawkins said.

A seven-bill criminal justice 
package, including six-year 
mandatory minimum sentences 
with no probation and no parole 
for serious crimes called Class 
X offenses, ‘was proposed 
Tuesday by Governor James R. 
Thompson. 

In a_ special message to 
General Assembly members, 
which accompanied — in- 
troduction of the bills, Thomp- 
son said: 

“To the criminal, Class X 
says that, if found guilty, you 
will go to jail for a-substantial 
period. You will not beat the 
system through probation or a

“To the prosecutor, Class X 
says that violent crimes should 
not be plea-bargained away.

will no longer tolerate violent 
-crime. That is the message we 
need in order to make a dent in 
the unacceptable rate of violent 
crime.”

Class X offenders would 
receive mandatory six-year to 
life sentences, with no’ parole, 
no probation, no periodic im- 
prisonment, no work release, no 
conditional discharge, and no 
furlough from prison until 60 
days before release date. 

Any reduction or dismissal of 
a charge would require a cer- 
tified statement of rationale 
from the state’s attorney. 

2. Mandatory life im- 
prisonment for three-time Class 
X offenders and sentencing as a 


Class X offender for all third- 
time felons. 

3. Creation of a 15-member 
Criminal Sentencing Com- 
mission to monitor the fiscal 
impact of determinate sen- 
tencing and make recom- 
mendations on prison needs, to 
determine whether offenses 
need reclassification, to review 
the criminal code and the code 
of corrections and make needed 
sentencing recommendations, 
and make, an interim report to 
the governor and General 
Assembly by March 1, 1979, 
with a final report no later than 
Dec, 31, 1982. 
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4. Creation of a 10-member 
Prison Review Board to review 
attempts to revoke good time 
credit in excess of 30 days in one 
year, to make executive 
clemency recommendations, to 
set release dates for some now 
in prison, to defermine good 
time credits for those sentenced 
under the new act, and to 
assume functions of the Parole 
Board to be abolished under the 
new act. 

5. Abolishment of parole. 

6. Establishing a mandatory 
minimum sentence of 20 years 
for murder (now 14 years), with 
the offense of murder to have 
the same other characteristi¢s 
as Class X offenses. 

7. Requiring a release date to 
be set for everyone now in 
prison, except for Class X of- 
fenders and murderers. 

8. Provision for day-for-day 
good time credit, except for 
time spent in segregation, with 
revocation by prison officials of 
good time credits of up to 30 
days for rules infractions. 
Revocation of more than 30 
days to be approved by the 
Prison Review Board. 

9. Requiring presentence 
investigations in all felony 
cases, except where the 
prosecution and the defense 
agree on a specific sentence 
following a guilty plea. 

10. Requiring courts to state 
reasons for their imposition of 
sentence, with probation 
banned unless it is shown the 
defendant is likely to comply 
with probation terms and is 
unlikely “to commit another 
crime. It would- permit both 
sides to appeal a sentence. 

In bills not related to sen- 
tencing, Gov. Thompson’s 
criminal justice package is 
aimed at: 

A. Giving the prosecution the 
right to a jury trial. 

B. Abolishing a defendant's 
right to preemptorily challenge 
a judge, and permitting either 
side to move for substitution for 
cause only. © 

C. Permitting the use of prior 
inconsistent statements as 
substantive evidence, enabling 
the jury to decide which version 
is true. 

D. Requiring that requests for 
continuances be filed ac- 
companied by an affidavit 
spelling out specific reasons for 
the requested delay.

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State praises 
environment 


The head of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency told an Institute for 
Environmental Quality meeting 
Wednesday in Champaign that 
the Illinois environmental 
program is recognized as one of 
the finest in the nation and is 
making progress each year in 
improving the quality of the 
state’s environment. 

“There are several reasons 
for this progress, and these 
include an __ outstanding 
Environmental Protection, Act 
designed to provide decisions 
based on facts but sensitive to 
technical. and economic con- 
siderations. 

“Also, continuing overall 
program ‘support by the 
governor, the General 
Assembly and the public, people 
working in the program who are 
concerned with and dedicated to 
progress and environmental 
improvement, and positive 
attitudes and responsible’ ac- 
tions by most people impacted 
by the regulatory program. 

“There is a desire to do the 
right thing, and — on overall 
balance — there is a con- 
structive and harmonious day- 
to-day relationship with the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency,” said Michael P. 
Mauzy, acting director. 

In citing specifics, he said 
that calendar year 1976 was the 
first time that an annual 
violation of the primary sulfur 
dioxide standard was not 
measured anywhere in the 
state. And there was a 50 per 
cent reduction in the number of 
excursions above the primary 
24-hour standard. 

“Violations of the primary air 
quality standard for carbon 
monoxide continue to be 
localized in the major 
metropolitan areas at locations 
of maximum traffic volumes. 
Reductions in carbon monoxide 
levels are significantly linked to 
the federal motor vehicle 
emission program,” he'said. 

“Much of the activity in the 
noise program involved 
regulatory hearings designed to 
modify the existing regulations 
in the areas of mining. and 
quarrying, forging and métor 
racing. 

“However, the mogt im- 
portant programmatic change 
has dealt with a program for the 
control of noise from motor 
vehicles. The adoption of these 
regulations at long last gives 
the agency the opportunity to 
begin bringing down ambient 
noise levels on a statewide 
basis, and this program is to be 
administered by local goyern- 
ments and state and local

$1,136,000,000 in federal funds 
and $500 million in state funds, ' 
resulting 618 facilities 
planning grants, 305 design 
grants, 353 construction grants, 
217 construction starts and 77 
project completions. 

He said that since only 
slightly more than 20 per cent of 
the projects funded for |con- 
struction haye in fact completed 
construction, more water 
quality improvement from 
point sources should be on the 
way. 

Mauzy also told the group that 
open burning at dumps has all 
but stopped in Illinois. Open 
dumps have been replaced with 
more advanced sanitary land- 
fills, with more than 90 per cent 
of the general refuse generated 
in Illinois being disposed of in 
environmentally-suitable —fa- 
cilities. 

“Widespread use of recycling 
has not occurred as expected, 
largely because of economics 
and market uncertainties,” he 
said. ‘Re-use of waste is not 
widely practical. Source 
reduction is in its infancy. 


“Therefore, one of ~thg 
greatest environmental 
problems facing the agency and 
the state is the alarming lack of 
capacity. through landfills, 
recycling or re-use of the 
disposal of the ever-increasing 
amount of domestic waste, 
industrial and hazardous waste, 
sludges and fly ash.” 

Touching upon the public 
water supply program, he| said 
this is a preventive program 
and there has been no niajor 
epidemic. of (water-borne 
diseases in Illinois since 1939. 

Mauzy told the Institute that 
the next one to two years will be 
of significant challenge to the 
agency.

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Authorities say no basis for extremism on ‘lead poisoning’ 


Television comedian Steve Martin, a 
frequent guest host for the Johnny Carson 
show, says he wonders whether it’s all right 
to shout “Movie!” in a crowded firehouse 
(reversing the> ethical phrase about 
shouting “Fire” when a large pathering 
might panic and begin trampling people to 
death). _ Television Channel Two crossed 
into a risky ethical area this week by 
shouting, “lead poisoning in Granite City” 
at the top of its voice. 

Saturation advertising of a noon-and-10 
P,m. Monday-through-Friday series, 
“Who's Poisoning Our Children?”, has 
shown that KTVI, a perennial news ratings 
loser to Channels Five and Four, is 
peacock-proud of its “expose” of supposed 
brain damage and life-threatening hazards. 

im case anyone didn’t get the message 
from the round-the-clock commercials 
about the series, new “investigative repor- 
ter" Pat- Clawson has been making 
telephone calls here to help spread the 
word. 

It’s highly unfortunate because the bulk 
of what is being said simply isn’t true, local 
and state authorities say, citing big stacks 
of local, regional, state and national 
statistics and analysés to back up their 
opinion. 

There are serious defects in a local study 
on which the five-part series leans heavily 
as’ its “proof But Clawson goes far 
beyond the study to voice many dire war- 


nings and questions. Local and state 
authorities say their efforts to present a 
more balanced, factual picture seem to be 
winding up on the cutting room floor. 

If there truly wagedanger, the Granite 
City air pollution control board un- 
doubtedly would utilize more than one 
media outlet to alert the public. A loud- 
speaker truck or door-to-door visits also 
could be used. But the fact is that the un- 
evaluated study hasn’t even been con- 
sidered by the air board, nor has the board 
scheduled any special meetings to react to 
it, prior to its next every-60-days regular 
meeting in November. 

Officials hope that citizens aren't taking 
panic-inducing television words like 
“terrifying” at face value. But it’s a 
peculiar way for a station to “help” people 
by trying to frighten them to death. 

If KTVI was all that worried about the 
well being of its viewers and prospective 
viewers, it might not have sat on the 
material for several weeks, or might have 
elected to voice the full warning Monday 
rather than spacing it out through 
tomorrow,

Conciliatory attitude in fall session of Illinois Assembly 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau—The 
most remarkable aspect of Gov. James 
Thompson's address to the Illinois General 
Assembly Monday was the conciliatory 
tone of his remarks. 

It is unusual for a political leader to con- 
cede that the position he is taking may not 
be the wisest, fairest and most expert, but 
that's. what Gov. Thompson did in 
referring to a couple of his vetoes on con 
troversial subjects. 

He did not take a hard-line stand on 
those questions of laetrile legalization and 
state financing of abortions for the poor. 
Instead, he asked the legislators to read his 
veto messages “carefully, aye, prayer- 
fully,” before voting to sustain or overturn 
them. 

“In the end, you must act out of a sense 
of your own conscience as I have tried to 
act out of mine,” he told them 

His appeal for action on a criminal sen- 
tencing law likewise demonstrated the 

overnor’s willingness to compromise. 

hompson has taken a strong stand in 
favor of a “Class“X”" category for serious 
crimes, .but he told the ‘legislators. “I 
believe that name to be important, and 
related to the central purpose of criminal 
law—deterrence. 

“T may be wrong. In any event ... vote 
the name up or down, and then let us move 
to the other tasks which the people have 
sent us here to do.” 

We do not agree with criticism that the 


governor wasted time with his speech 
because he did not suggest anything new 
nor take an adamant stand for his 
positions. A conciliatory approach often is 
more effective than a hard line. * 

One of the Democrats’ criticisms does 
have some validity. The governor did not 
deal with the question of getting Illinois 
compliance with federal unemployment 
compensation regulations— a most im- 
portant issue for this fall legislative session. 


We also find some fault with one of the 
compromises Gov. Thompson indicated 
he intends to support. That is an eight- 
person Board of Elections with equal 
representation by the two major parties. 

It may be the best compromise available 
because of unwillingness of a majority of 
legislators to support a measure which 
calls for one board member who is not a 
member of either major party. But we are 
still concerned about the possibility of tie 
votes on significant political questions if 
membership is divided equally between 
the two parties. 


Overall, however, we believe the people 
of Illinois will applaud the conciliatory 
tone of the governor's address. 

The public has no real use for political 
Partisanship; while citizens may wisagree 
on issues, they generally agree onthe need 
for sensible government. That's ‘what the 
governor was appealing for.

of available federal assistance 
Programs for, their com- 
munities. The second day of the 
conference enabled me to meet 
with Gene Ramsey, state 
director of the Economic 
Development Agency and 
Edward Jeep, acting director 
concerning specific programs 
for our city. 

“The first day of the program 
opened with a statement from 
Juanita M, Kreps, secretary of 
commerce, welcoming us to 
Washington and expressing the 
administration’s concern for 
the citizens of communities 
which have been adversely 
affected by the cutback in 
employment in the steel in- 
dustry. 

“The rest of the day was 
devoted to an explanation of 
federal programs available to 
offset the adverse economic 
impact of these cutbacks and to 
explain the federal assistance 
available to the immediate and 
long term economic needs of the 
communities affected. 

“Various representatives 
from Economic Development 
Administration, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the 
Department of Labor, 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development and the 
Department of Transportation 
explained existing laws and how 
the federal programs could be 
used in offsetting immediate 
hardships, reestablishing job 
opportunities, generating new 
private-sector jobs and laying 
the foundation for orderly long- 
range growth. 

“The availability of federal 
funds on either a 100 per cent 
grant basis under Title 9 of the 
Public Works Program or a 60 
per cent grant basis under Title 
1 of the same program were 
discussed in detail and it was 
established that this money 
could be used for: (1) to 
stabilize or diversify industrial 
development; (2) to revitalize 
downtown; (3) for human 
resource developement’ such as 
a skilled project center; (4) for 
recreational areas; (5) to 
purchase land for economic 
development; (6) for building 
public facilities, It was ex- 
plained that the two programs 
could work together. 

“The availability, of loans to 
private businesses was also 
discussed by ‘the representative 
of the office of Business 
Development, Glen Walters 
These loans could be made for 
any of the purposes which have 
been previously enumerated 
and could be sub-ordinated to 
any loans from the private 
sector. 

“The second day was devoted 
to meetings between - myself, 
Mr. Ramsey and Mr. Jeep 
concerning the individual 
problems of our city. Because of 
the closing of certain industries 
and the cutback of employees of 
the steel industry, several 
projects were discussed such as 
the purchase of land for the 
building of an industrial park, 
revitalization of downtown, a 
vertical industrial park which 
involves the purchase and 
revitalization of existing 
buildings and the building a a 
municipal complex. 

“It was decided that Mr. 
Ramsey would come to our area 
in the near future for a meeting 
with myself, other elected of- 
ficials, and community leaders 
to discuss these projects in 
detail and to begin the sum- 
bissions of the actual plans. 

“The criteria that we need to 
meet to establish our priority 
for funding would be based upon 
the economic impact and the 
unemployment rate because of 
cutbacks in employment caused 
by plant closings or layoffs in 
the steel industry. 

“Once our priority is 
established and a project or 
projects selected the goal is to 
move as quickly as possible to 
offset the adverse economic 
impact to get the federal money 
into the local area as quickly as 
possible. 

“To implement these 
programs I have requested the 
city engineer and city attorney 
to review all plans for the 
revitalization of downtown also 
considering the plans that have 
been -adopted by our neigh- 
boring communities, Belleville 
and Wood River. I have further 
requested the state employment 

. agency to furnish me with the 
dates of various plant closings 
and layoffs affecting citizens of 
our town. 

“T would also request that the 
City Council authorize me to 
appoint a special committee to 
be known as the Economic 
Development Committee to 
consider all projects and to 
work with me on these 


programs.’”

Juvenile probation 
order can include 
repaying the victim 

Attorney General William J. 
Scott said Tuesday, in a formal 
legal opinion, that judges of the 
juvenile courts have the power 
to order restitution to a crime 
victim, as a condition of 
probation. 

Scott observed that, while the 
Unified Code of Corrections 
relating to adult criminals 
provides for such an order) of 
‘restitution, the Juvenile Court 
Act makes no specific 
reference. However, he said,/an 
order for restitution by juvenile 
offenders would @me under a 
provision authorizing judges to 
require ‘‘any other conditions 
which may be relevant to the 
rehabilitation of the delinquent 
minor.” 

‘The attorney general said a 
restitution provision for 
probation also would come 
under the intention of the 
Juvenile Court Act to provide 
“care and guidance,’’ par- 
ticularly “where the minor 
appears to take lightly the 
significance of the harm he has 
done his victims.”

water line to the Cloverleaf 
Subdivision southeast of 
Madison will be under con- 
struction soon. 
). The Nameoki Town Board 
Aecided Monday night to seek 
(the release of $19,684 in com- 
munity development funds for 
the project and to transfer 
$3,000 from the township’s 
housing rehabilitation project to 
provide $22,684 for the larger 
water line and four fire 
hydrants in the subdivision. 

A new estimate from the East 
St. Louis and Interurban Water 
Co. for the work is $22,582. The 
project will involve a new 2,525- 
foot underground water line to 
boost the water pressure in the 
subdivision, 

The existing line is too small 
to allow fire hydrants to be 
installed. Rental of fire 


hydrants has been increased to 
$67 per year, it was noted. 

The new line will begin in the 
Maeras sie Park in 


Madison ang will go south near 
Route 203 tq the subdivision. 

The $3,000 transfer from the 
township's housing 
rehabilitation program, which 
also is funded by community 
development, will reduce that 
program's funding from $6,400 
to $3,400. 

Nameoki Township Super- 
visor Harold Davis said at 
Monday night's meeting that 
the work can begin almost as 
soon as thé county approves the 
funding and he receives 
authority to sign the contract 
with the water company. The 
county board may act on the 
funding request Nov. 23, 

In other business, Davis told 
the board he plans to call for a 
meeting of township officials 
and concerned citizens in the 
State Park area to determine if 
there ig sufficient interest to 
resumé operations of the State 
Park Alixiliary Police. 

Davis said some volunteers 
remaif® interested in the 


program, but someone needs to 
start a fund-raising project to 
purchase insurance, tires, 
gasoline and other needs the 
police will have 

Two weeks ago, Davis had the 
department's ‘police car towed 
to the Nameoki Township 
garage after being told the 
department is without funds to 
continue operations.

U.S. is world’s largest purchaser of foreign steel 


(15th of a series) 

Having described why other 
nations have been and will 
continue to be under con- 
siderable pressure to export 
large parts of their steel 
production — at prices below 
their average production costs 
if necessary — it is appropriate 
to consider why the U.S. market 
has been so open to foreign 
steel. 

Data provided earlier showed 
how foreign imports grew from 
Jess than two per cent of U.S. 
consumption in 1950 to an 
average of 14 per cent during 
the 1970s. 

This makes the U.S. not only 
the world’s largest buyer of 
-foreign steel, but also the in- 
dustrial nation with the highest 
level of net imports relative to 
consumption. 

In Japan, imports have 
consistently been negligible 
(less than 0.5 per cent of con- 
sumption); in the European 
Economie Community, imports 
have never exceeded 10 per cent 
of domestic consumption, and in 
recent years, they have 
averaged less than seven per 
cent (or about half the U.S. 
level) 

It has been reported recently 
that the EEC and Japan have 
entered ,into a voluntary 
agreement to limit Japanese 
exports into the EEC 

Later figures show 20 per cent 
market penetration in the U.S. 
by foreign steelmakers, 
resulting in American layoffs 
and plant closeups. 

Some have argued that the 
U.S. steel industry has been 
inefficient and slow to 
modernize — thus making it a 
high cost producer in relation to 
foreign competitors, 

This line of reasoning con- 
cludes that if foreign producers 
are so efficient that they can 
absorb freight and applicable 
duties and still offer a sizeable 
discount to steel customers in 
the U.S., then the U.S. is better 
off buying steel from foreign 
sources 

Unquestionably, —_ foreign 
producers have successfully 
penetrated the domestic market 
— usually by offering sub- 
stantially lower prices than 
domestic steel producers. 
Whether this is due to greater 
efficiency or to other factors 
will be considered in this series 

The broad question of how 


imports have been able to 
succeed in the U.S. market 
really involves at least two 
distinct issues. 

First, other things being 
equal (e.g., quality, service), 
how much of a price differential 
do imported steel products need 
to compete in the U.S. market? 

Second, given a reasonable 
estimate of the price dif- 
ferential needed by imports, do 
foreign steel producers appear 
to have a sufficient advantage 
in production costs to explain 
their ability to offer lower 
prices (i.e., can foreign 
producers sell-at prices needed 
to compete in the U.S. market 
and still cover their full costs)? 

‘These issues are examined in 
more detail below — first, in a 
historical perspective, and 
second, in the context of the 
future outlook for the com- 
petitive position of the U.S. steel 
industry. 

The analysis will focus on the 
relative competitive position in 
the U.S. market of domestic and 
Japanese producers. 

This approach has been 
selected in part because most 
observers would concede that 
Japanese producers are the 
best model of competitiveness, 
and in part to simplify the 
analysis by focusing on one set 
of foreign producers. 

Most of the comparative 
analysis between the U.S. and 
Japan is broadly applicable to 
US. and EEC producers as 
well, and observations about 
major differences in the 
relative competitiveness of 
EEC producers are offered 
where appropriate. 

To suceeed in the U.S 
market, a ton of steel must 
leave a foreign steel mill at a 
price which permits duty, 
freight, and other importation 
costs to be added to it and have 
the resulting ‘‘landed’’ price be 
competitive in relation to the 
price of a comparable product 
offered by a domestic stee] 
producer. 

Under normal market con- 
ditions, conventional wisdom 
says that the landed price of a 
ton of imported steel must be 
less than the domestic price of a 
comparable product — that is, 
foreign suppliers typically need 
to offer a discount to U.S. 
customers in order to obtain 
their business 

The amount of discount varies

producers want the sale, and~ 


other market factors. 

Under shortage conditions, 
the discount can become 
negative — that is, foreign 
producers are able to charge a 
premium over the domestic 
price. . 

In broad terms, however, the 
price required to compete in the 
U.S. market is a price at the 
foreign producer’s mill or exit 
port which will differ from the 
U.S. producer’s price by the 
sum of all import charges and a 
discount (whether positive or 
negative) 

It is possible to evaluate this 
issue more explicitly by com- 
paring the average price of 
export shipments to the U.S. (in 
this case using Japanese ex- 
ports as an example) with the 
domestic price for a com- 
parable mix of products. 

The value shown for Japan is 
the weighted average for 
carbon steel shipments to the 
U.S., as reported by the U.S. 
Census Bureau. 

This figure is based on 
“customs value,’ or the 
declared value at the foreign 
exit point, and excludes U.S. 
import duties, freight, in- 
surance and other charges 
incurred in bringing mer- 
chandise to the United States. 

This value does not 
necessarily reflect” actual 
transaction prices (which were 
not collected prior to 1974), but 
rather is a value which is used 
primarily for the imposition of 
duties. 

However, this value parallels 
transaction price closely and, 
based on information from the 
1974-1976 period when both 
customs value and actual 
transaction prices were 
collected, is almost invariably 
above actual transaction price, 
usually by 5-10 per cent 

‘Therefore, the values noted 
for Japanese exports to the U.S. 
can reasonably be construed to 
represent a maximum weighted 
average price for the steel 
tonnage in question 

Domestic price for a com- 
parable mix of carbon steel 
products was obtained by 
calculating average domestic 
prices for 11 major product 
categories as reported by the 
Census Bureau, and weighting 
these prices by the product mix 
of Japanese exports to the U.S. 
in each year. 

The difference between these 
two values provides a good 
estimate of the amount by 
which Japanese producers 
actually undersold U.S. 
producers, in terms of 
originating prices (i.e., either 
port or mill) in order to succeed 
in the U.S. market during the 
years shown. 

Since it is likely that Japanese 
suppliers were charging the 
highest prices they could ob- 
tain, one can reasonably con- 
strue this difference as the 
minimum effective price dif- 
ferential required for Japanese 
producers to penetrate the U.S. 
market 

The difference between the 
two price series averaged about 
$50-55 between 1964 and 1969, 
and both the Japanese and 
comparable U.S. prices were 
fairly stable 

In-1970, the absolute value of 
both price series began to in- 
crease, while the difference 
between the two began to 
narrow. 

In order to better understand 
the significance of these pat- 
terns, it is useful to attempt to 
interpret them in the context of 
known market events and 
changes in the costs associated 
with moving steel between 
Japan and the U.S. market. 

Looking first at the costs 
associated with importation, it 
can be shown in the case of 
Japan that these costs con- 
sistently average ap- 
proximately 25 per cent of the 
exit price of a typical shipment 
of steel products. 

By adding this estimated cost 
to the exit values, it is possible 
to obtain an estimated landed 
value in the U.S. 

This value is then compared 
with the equivalent U.S. 
domestic price of the same

products to derive the apparent 
discount or premium. 

The value is labeled “ap- 
parent” in the sense that the 
actual prices paid by U.S. 
customers for foreign steel 
products are not known, and one 
can only impute the average 
price by adding import charges 
to the Japanese exit value. 

However, since this value is 
considered’ to represent the 
upper limit of exit prices, and to 
include applicable sales 
commissions and other 
marketing costs incurred or 
charged by Japanese trading. 
companies, the ‘‘apparent’’ 
discount or premium in theory 
should be a reasonably reliable 
estimate of the actual amount 
by which Japanese steel sup- 
pliers undersold (or oversold) 
U.S. producers. 

The apparent discount 
represented a fairly stable 
percentage of the domestic 
price, averaging about 16 per 
cent during the 1964-1969 period. 

Then, in 1970, the apparent 
discount declined noticeably, 
averaging about five per cent. 

Finally, in 1973, the apparent 
discount turned into an ap- 
parent premium, averaging 
five per cent for 1973 as a whole 
and a substantial 23 per cent in 
1974. 

The question now becomes, 
can these observed trends be 
explained in terms of market 
conditions? 

Starting with 1973 and 1974, 
the shortage conditions of this 
period are well-known and the 
ability of imports to charge a 
premium under these con- 
ditions has been extensively 
documented. Therefore, the 
results make sense for these 
years. 

Moving back to the 1964-1969 
period, conventional wisdom 
says that imported steel sup- 
pliers were offering sizeable 
discounts during these years. 

According to this theory, the 
reliability of supply is an im- 
portant factor for steel buyers; 
because imports are generally 
perceived as being a less 
reliable source, they have to 
offer a discount in order to 
offset this perceived disad- 
vantage. 

In addition, imports were 
increasing their share of the 
U.S. steel market during the 
1964-1969 period. 


Common sense would argue 
that foreign producers would 
have to offer larger discounts 
when trying to win new 
customers than if they were 
simply retaining relationships 
which had already been 
established. 

Fortunately, one does not 
have to rely wholly on con: 
ventional wisdom and common 
sense to test the credibility of 
the estimates of discounting. 

In 1967, the staff of the Senate 
Finance Committee conducted 
a detailed study of the relative 
delivered prices of imported 
and domestic steel. 

This study was conducted 
with the cooperation of the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, and 
was based on a large sample of 
actual transaction prices for 
comparable products imported 
by U.S. customers. 

The committee report shows 
that the average discount 
recorded was 17 per cent. This 
value is consistent with the 
apparent discounts imputed for 
1964-1969. 

Finally, looking at the 1970- 
1972 period, data on transaction 
prices are not available but a 
reasonable interpretation of 
market conditions for those 
years would support the con- 
clusion that discounts would 
decrease, if not for all import 
suppliers, at least for Japanese 
producers. 

As a result of the Voluntary 
Restraint Agreement and other 
factors, Japan’s share of the 
U.S. market remained fairly 
stable or even declined between 
1969 and 1970, and again bet- 
ween 1971 and 1972. 

One could reasonably expect 


the amount of discount needed { 


to hold market share to be less 
than the amount needed to gain 


market share. 
\ 


Second, U.S. producers were” 
operating at fairly high levels ir: 
1970 and 1972 and therefore may:: 
have been less aggressive inl: 
winning back customers from: 
Japanese producers than they’ 
might otherwise have been. =: 

In 1971, the U.S. market was. 
not as strong and Japanese: 
suppliers increased  theit- 
market share. ie 

The calculated discount does 
go up in 1971, as these events 
would suggest. | as. 

To summarize, one can 
reasonably conclude from thi§ 
analysis that the proper way to 
view price competitiveness is ta 
compare the export price of @ 
product in Japan with the price 
of the same product in the U.S, 

The difference represents the 
amount by which a Japan 
producer must undersell a U.S: 
producer in order to cover 
importation costs and still offer 
whatever discount is'required to 
attract and-or retain U.S. 
customers. 

Based on an analysis of im- 
portation charges and market 
conditions during the 1964-1974 
period, it also seems reasonable 
lo conclude that the necessary 
price differential averaged 
between $50. and $55 per ton 
between 1964 and 1969 — a 

period when Japanese suppliers 
were generally increasing their 
penetration of the U.S, market 
— and $45-50 per ton between 
1970 and 1972
